Stroke services are 
moved from PAH 

Patients will travel to Romford

PATIENTS in Harlow who need spe¬ 
cialist stroke care will not be taken to 
Princess Alexandra Hospital (PAH) as 
services are moved away three months 
earlier than planned. 

PAH chiefs say the trust has exper¬ 
ienced difficulties in recruiting and 
retaining senior clinical staff with 
stroke expertise to “continue to deliver 
this type of specialist care”. 

Hyper-acute patients, those who 
presented within six hours of suffering 
a stroke, are now being taken to either 
the specialist centre at Lister Hospital 
in Stevenage or Queens Hospital in 
Romford. 

A statement from the trust said: “The 
Princess Alexandra Hospital Trust has 
been working with local system part¬ 
ners to support the development of new 
pathways for stroke care which formed 


part of a recent public consultation. 

“The plans were due to be imple¬ 
mented in April 2016, however the trust 
has experienced difficulties in recruit¬ 
ing and retaining enough senior clin¬ 
ical staff with stroke expertise to 
continue to deliver this type of spe¬ 
cialist care, whilst the new pathways 
are being developed and implemented. 

Specialist 

“As a result, from Monday January 
25, all hyper acute stroke patients will 
receive treatment at their nearest spe¬ 
cialist stroke centre, which will either 
be Queen’s Hospital in Romford or 
Lister Hospital in Stevenage for the 
majority of patients. 

“The trust are continuing to review 
this position and are still providing 
acute stroke care and rehabilitation for 
patients who have received treatment 
at a specialist stroke centre.” 

In September, the West Essex Clin- 


or Stevenage 

ical Commissioning Group, the body 
responsible for buying healthcare ser¬ 
vices, announced proposals focusing on 
the first 72 hours of stroke care as those 
can have the biggest impact on a per¬ 
son’s chances of survival and possib¬ 
ilities of recovery. 

Under these plans patients would be 
taken to hyper-acute stroke units which 
provide highly specialised care 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. These 
changes were not due to take place until 
April. 

Anybody who thinks that they or 
someone close to them could be having 
a stroke should dial 999 and the ambu¬ 
lance service will take them to the 
nearest available specialist stroke 
centre.

Vet warns of 
disease that 
is spread to 
pets by ticks 

A VET is warning pet owners to 
watch out for a potentially fatal 
disease after two cases were 
found in Harlow. 

Forest Veterinary Centre, at 
Eastwick Lodge Farm said two 
dogs have been treated for 
babesia - a virus spread by 
ticks. 

“We are very concerned about 
babesia,” said Debbie White, 
practice manager at Forest 
Veterinary Centre. 

“It can be spread by ticks 
which infect the blood of an 
animal. It infects red blood cells 
which causes the animal to 
become lethargic, have pale 
gums and urine of a red or 
brown colour.” 

Mishka, a husky breed, 
needed to have an emergency 
blood transfusion after 
developing babesia, and it is 
likely both dogs affected would 
have died without treatment. 

Ticks can easily transfer 
between dogs when they rub 
together, and Mrs White urged 
any pet owners who see their 
animal displaying any of the 
symptoms to contact a vet.

for an extra two appliances as they used 
three main water jets and one hose reel 
jet to extinguish the flames and elim¬ 
inate hotspots. 

The fire was extinguished shortly 
after 1pm, and one crew remained on 
site until 3pm to damp down the smoul¬ 
dering wreckage. 

Throughout the incident staff at the 
Cross Keys cafe opposite the restaurant 
provided tea and coffee for firefighters 
and police officers, who were on site 
directing traffic. 

The aftermath of the fire has meant 
the neighbouring Old Harlow Library 
will be closed until at least tomorrow 
(Friday) due to smoke damage. 

An Essex Libraries spokesman said: 
“Old Harlow Library needs a deep clean 
due to smoke from the fire in the 
takeaway next door. It is difficult to 
judge if the book stock has smoke dam¬ 
age and if it can be salvaged.”

Stricken construction firm seeks buyer in cash-flow crisis

UP to 70 jobs are at risk as Harlow 
construction firm C J Pryor searches 
for a buyer after a cash-flow crisis. 

The business, based in Foster Street, 
has nearly 70 years of trading history 
and works with construction contract¬ 
ors on large infrastructure projects, 
including Harlow Enterprise Zone. 

But due to a “severe shortfall in 
working capital”, the majority of its 
workforce were sent home on 
Thursday. 

A statement sent on behalf of Pryor 
by FRP Advisory said: “Whilst a sale 
may secure the best long-term future 
for the business, management has 
started a consultation process for all 77 
staff in the event that redundancies 
are required. 

“It is anticipated the business will 


retain a core team of 15 to 20 of its 70 
staff, to help service existing orders 
and liaise with customers, whilst seek¬ 
ing a buyer for the ongoing business 
and trade. 

“In the meantime pressure on cash 
flow has resulted in the need to file an 
intention to appoint administrators in 
order to secure the business’ current 
ongoing work and assets in the 
interest of all its stakeholders.

“The business is currently working 
with FRP Advisory, the business advis¬ 
ory firm, as it continues to liaise with 
customers, suppliers and staff and 
market the business for sale. Man¬ 
agement would like to thank staff for 
their hard work and understanding 
during this period of transition.”

(Contracts) Limited, specialises in 
earth moving, civil engineering and 
related earth-moving haulage for pro¬ 
jects ranging from road-building to 
reservoir construction. 

Further jobs could be at risk after 
shoe retailer Brantano UK entered 
administration and education pub¬ 
lisher Pearson announced plans to cut 
its global workforce by 10 per cent. 


Brantano sells shoes, trainers, 
sportswear and bags and operates 140 
stores and 60 concessions in the UK. Its 
shop in Edinburgh Way will continue 
trading as normal for the time being. 

Lead administrator Tony Barrell 
said: “The administrators are continu¬ 
ing to trade the businesses as normal 
whilst we assess the trading strategy 
over the coming days and weeks.” 

Pearson, which has offices at Edin¬ 
burgh Gate in Harlow as well as Lon¬ 
don, Manchester and Oxford, employs 
4,500 people in the UK. 

News of potential job losses followed 
an announcement that significantly 
more people in Harlow are working 
than last year, according to the latest 
Job Centre Plus statistics. 

At present 955 people are claiming 
Jobseekers Allowance in Harlow, 
which is a 20 per cent reduction from 
January 2015.

DRIVERS who park their cars on 
Harlow’s pavements are being urged 
to think twice. 

Neighbourhood policing inspector 
Paul Maleary said vehicles 
obstructing walkways was a constant 
source of frustration which could 
easily be avoided. 

“Partially blocking a footpath with 
a car is commonplace in Harlow but 
if you do this you are preventing 
someone from walking safely to 
school or to the shops,” said Insp 


Maleary. “Would you want your kids 
or nan walking into the road just 
because someone had parked without 
thinking? 

“When you park do you think of 
the risk you present to the young 
mum with the pushchair, the child 
walking to school or my nan going to 
the shop? 

“We need to think more about the 
risk this poses to a child, and not so 
much about looking after a metal 
object.” 


He said that during the past year 
19 pedestrians had been involved in 
accidents with cars in Harlow. 

He is currently working with The 
Safer Essex Roads Partnership in a 
bid to tackle the problem with the 
focus on three ‘E’s: 

■ Education: You will be told why 
you shouldn’t block a path, why you 
should wear bright and reflective 
clothing at night and why you should 
carry a torch. 

■ Engineering: Working with the 


council to look at a long-term 
solution to anti-social parking 
including yellow lines, bollards and 
the removal of garage blocks. 

■ Enforcement: If all else fails, 
police will deal with offenders who 
repeatedly place pedestrians at risk. 

He added: “I would ask drivers to 
consider their actions and the 
actions of those in their house. This 
can be awkward but when police get 
involved this could be even more 
stressful for them.”

We must have 
infrastructure 

SIR, Some time ago myself and 
fellow members of the Sumners 
Residents’ Association were 
asked to take part in a 
consultation exercise in relation 
to Harlow Council’s Local Plan. 

We were told this was 
necessary to outline the town’s 
housing needs for the next 20 
years and were advised this had 
to be completed to stop further 
predatory bids such as Gilden 
Way occurring again. 

At present there are 
development plans for 23,000 
houses in and around Harlow. 
These plans are for Harlow 
North/Gilston Park (10,000 
dwellings), West Sumners (1,250 
dwellings) Priors Farm at 
Hastingwood (3,500 dwellings 
plus industrial units, shops) and 
Harlow Council (8,860 dwellings 
allocated by central 
government). 

If there are say two people per 
dwelling, that equates to 46,000 
extra people in a population 
which we are told is 
approximately 80,000. Even by 
my rusty maths, I know that this 
is more than a 50 per cent 
increase in the population. 

May I make this plea - before 
you build a house, open another 
ward at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital, improve our road 
network and increase school 
places. 

I write this letter not only to 
inform but to warn our 
councillors and council officers 
that the time to provide 
infrastructure is before our 
roads, hospitals and schools can 
no longer cope, not to throw up 
your hands and blame someone 
else. 

Those who make decisions 
now will have to answer to 
history as to the legacy they 
leave in their wake.

If passed into law, new council 
tenancies will be for a maximum 
of five years rather than the 
current secure tenancies. So 
anyone lucky enough to have a 
successful bid will face eviction 
from their home in the future. 

For existing tenants, if your 
household income is £30,000 or 
more, you will find your rent 
more than doubling to the 
average commercial rent for the 
area. Council tenants are to be 
means tested and will pay what 
is in fact a tax to the 
Government to subsidise 
discounts given to housing 
association tenants who choose 
to buy their homes. 

Apparently the Government 
thinks a household, not 
individual, income of £30,000 is 
generous; a couple each on living 
wage would earn just short of 
that amount. 

Ministers and councillors 
promote the myth that council 
rents are subsidised; they are in 


fact required by law to cover all 
costs. 

Together with the requirement 
to sell off high value council 
homes when they become 
vacant, these proposed measures 
are a significant attack on the 
very concept of council housing. 
Instead of being affordable 
housing for all who require it, it 
is being stigmatised as for the 
most ‘needy’ only. 

The reason for the decline in 
council housing is the sale of 
properties to sitting tenants at 
discounts but it is now estimated 
that around 40 per cent of homes 
sold are now in the hands of 
private landlords. 

The Defend Council Housing 
group campaigns for secure 
homes for all and for expansion 
in council housing new build. 

We call on our MP, Robert 
Halfon, to honour his claim to 
represent the views of Harlow 
people in Parliament and vote 
against this insidious piece of 


legislation which will bring no 
benefits but will cause 
considerable hardship.

Church sends eight of its 11 bells for a refurb

BELLS at a church in Old Harlow 
will be ringing more tunefully 
after they have been repaired and 
retuned for the first time in more 
than 130 years. 

The peal of bells has been greet¬ 
ing worshippers arriving at St 
Mary and St Hugh Church, in 
Churchgate Street, for Sunday 
morning services since 1883. 

But for the next four weeks it 
will be the sound of silence that 
greets members of the congreg¬ 
ation as eight of the 11 bells are 
refurbished at the Whitechapel 
Bell Foundry in London. 

Steve Knox, 50, who lives in 
East Park, Old Harlow, said: “I 
was just driving past when I saw 
the bells lined up outside the 
church. 

“I was interested to see the bells 
as I used to be a bellringer at the 
church when I was 13. Lots of 
people had stopped to look at them 
and take photographs. I couldn’t 
believe I was seeing them just 
lined up on the pavement. 

“They were being prepared and 
put onto a lorry which was inter¬ 
esting to watch.” 


The church was built in the 12th 
century but was badly damaged in 
a fire in 1708 which burned down 
the spire and melted the bells. 
When parts of the church were 
rebuilt, a new bell tower was con¬ 
structed at the west end of the 
church. 

The bells are made from bronze 
and weigh between half a tonne 
and a tonne each. The refurbish¬ 
ment work is being funded by a 
private donation. 


“The bells have a lot of history 
as the church and The Queens 
Head pub next door are important 
parts of the local community,” 
said Mr Knox. “It’s nice to see that 
they are being renovated and 
revamped. 

“When I was younger I used to 
get paid 76p for my services when 
I would ring bells for a wedding. I 
still have dabble with ringing the 
bells and I did a session last 
year.” 


Opening night at new venue for live music 


MUSIC fans in Harlow starved of 
live performances following the 
closure of The Square are being 
given an alternative venue to see 
new bands. 

Burnt Mill Snooker and Social 
Club, in Edinburgh Way, will 
host The Hit Cave, offering 
groups a platform on which to 
perform. 

“We want to help the town out 
in its music scene,” said Tony 
Morris, the man behind The Hit 
Cave project. “We really like the 
venue at Burnt Mill and it will 
be perfect for live bands and 
acoustic shows.” 

Mr Morris said he was 
worried the closure of The 
Square at the end of last month 
would hamper the chances of 
success for new bands.

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Town sculptures 
included in list 
of protected art 

FOUR of Harlow’s extensive collection of 
public works of art are among 41 post¬ 
war sculptures across the country which 
have been given protected status. 

The sculptures, most listed at Grade II 
or Grade II*, were designed to bring 
public spaces back to life in the 
aftermath of the Second World War. 

The works in Harlow listed by the 
Department for Culture, Media and Sport 
on the advice of Historic England are 
Wild Boar by Elisabeth Frink, Donkey by 
Willi Soukop and two pieces - Help! and 
Portrait of Elisabeth Frink - by F.E. 
McWilliam. 

Wild Boar, which stands in the Water 
Gardens, was one of Frink’s first major 
public commissions for the Harlow Art 
Trust while Donkey was created to 
encourage children to explore art 
through play. 

Help! depicts two women caught in a 
bomb blast and holding a banner 
displaying the word ‘HELP’ was 
McWilliam’s response to The Troubles in 
Northern Ireland with particular 
reference to the bombing of a Belfast tea 
room in March 1972. 

Roger Bowdler, director of listing for 
Historic England, said: “These 
sculptures were commissioned and 
created for everybody and have become a 
precious national collection of art which 
we can all share. 

“They enrich our lives, bring art to 
everyone and deserve celebration. We 
have worked with the Public Monuments 
and Sculpture Association, Tate, and the 
Twentieth Century Society throughout 
this project to ensure our most special 
public art is protected and continues to 
enhance our public spaces.” 

Harlow’s collection of public art 
includes works by Henry Moore, Auguste 
Rodin and Barbara Hepworth. In 2011 it 
was officially designated a sculpture 
town.

A COUPLE who first met as 
schoolchildren more than eight 
decades ago are this week cel¬ 
ebrating 70 years of marriage.

town’s schoolchildren through 
her job as a dinner lady. 

Mr Bryant was also a lollipop 
man outside the same school. 

The couple celebrated their 


platinum anniversary by being 
taken out to lunch at the Miller 
and Carter restaurant by mem¬ 
bers of their family. 

Reflecting on their life togeth¬ 
er, Mr Bryant said: “We’ve had 
our ups and downs over the years 
but we’ve always got over them. 

“I don’t think any marriage is 
perfect but we’ve always been 
able to put our differences 
aside.”

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Man jailed for oil 
theft wins appeal 
against conviction 

Judges decide original guilty verdict was unsafe

A MAN who spent more than six months 
behind bars for stealing fuel from St 
Clare Hospice has been freed after 
Appeal Court judges ruled his convic¬ 
tion was unsafe. 

Jake Seaton, 22, of Barn Mead, Harlow, 
was jailed for 21 months after being 
found guilty of the theft of diesel oil from 
the hospice at Hastingwood, a charge 
which he denied. 

But last Wednesday Lord Justice 
McCombe quashed his conviction after 
deciding that crucial identification evid¬ 
ence presented by the prosecution dur¬ 
ing the original trial should have been 
excluded. 

Mr Seaton was jailed after a jury at 
Chelmsford Crown Court convicted him 
of stealing the oil, worth between £1,200- 
El,600, from a storage tank in the 
grounds of the hospice. 

CCTV footage showing a man stealing 
the oil was given to the police and a still 
image of the suspect was circulated 
around Harlow police station in the hope 
that an officer might recognise who it 


was. 

During the original trial the prosec¬ 
ution said Mr Seaton was identified by 
PC Steve Bowering, who had previous 
dealings with him. 

However, the defence said the iden¬ 
tification and “purported recognition” 
were incorrect and it was a case against 
Mr Seaton was based on evidence of 
mistaken identity. 

The jury, which also heard evidence 
from facial mapping experts, found him 
guilty after four hours of deliberation. 

Flawed 

Michael Edmonds, representing Mr 
Seaton at the Appeal Court hearing, said 
the original trial judge should have 
excluded the “fundamentally flawed” 
identification evidence. 

He said the image was of poor quality 
and argued there had been breaches of 
the Police and Criminal Evidence Act 
code. 

As a result of that, Mr Seaton had no 
case to answer and the prosecution case 
should have been thrown out. 

But Raj Joshi, appearing for the 
Crown, said the police officer who iden¬ 


tified Mr Seaton from the image was 
adamant and “100 per cent sure” he was 
the man in the image. 

In his ruling, Lord Justice McCombe 
said the officer was shown the image 
taken from the CCTV footage on June 6 
but did not make a statement until three 
days later. 

A second statement highlighted Mr 
Seaton’s most distinguishing feature as 
his “pointy nose” but this had not been 
mentioned at all in the first statement. 

The judge, sitting with Mr Justice 
Blake and Judge Paul Batty, said they 
accepted there had been breaches of the 
code. These included a failure to take a 
contemporaneous note of the identific¬ 
ation and to record the reasons for the 
recognition. 

He ruled the identification evidence 
should have been excluded and a defence 
application to throw out the charge 
should also have succeeded. 

“We consider this conviction is 
unsafe,” he added. “The appeal is 
allowed and we quash the conviction.” 

Speaking after the hearing, lawyers 
for the Crown confirmed there would be 
no application for a retrial.

THE regeneration of the town centre must 
be treated a matter of urgency if it is to 
survive and thrive commercially, accord¬ 
ing to MP Robert Halfon. 

The speed of change was a fundamental 
issue which had to be addressed by Har¬ 
low Council, he said this week, adding 
that he welcomed plans already unveiled 
by the authority to improve the area. 

“Urgent regeneration and works need 
to be done,” said Mr Halfon. “Personally I 
would like to knock down the concrete car 
parks, rebuild the Market Square and see 
lots of cafes move in. I think it could 
resemble Covent Garden. 

“I am in touch with leaders of the 
council about their plans and also with 
Cllr Andrew Johnson, who is leading the 
Save Harlow Town Centre campaign. 

“I thought the ideas of Harlow Council 
were good and the Harvey Centre devel¬ 
opments [which include a new 
cinema and restaurants] will be 
amazing.” 

Earlier this month Cllr Tony 
Durcan, the council’s portfolio 
holder for regeneration and enter¬ 
prise, spoke about plans for the 
town centre including more seat¬ 
ing, improved lighting and the 
development of green space in 
Market Square and Broad Walk.

This part of town used to be the 
most popular when I was here but 
now I can see that Broad Walk has 
the most shoppers.”

warned 
over flu 

Health experts offer advice 

PARENTS in Harlow are being urged to keep an eye 
on their children for the first symptoms of flu. 

Health chiefs in west Essex have issued a checklist 
of symptoms in a bid to make it easier to identify 
when the coughs and sneezes which do rounds in 
schools and nurseries could be something more 
serious. 

In most cases a runny or blocked nose, sore throat, 
sneezing and a cough are the result of a common 
cold, but sudden fever, 
muscle aches, sweating, 
exhaustion and a dry or 
chesty cough could be a 
sign of flu. 

And while many 
people think of flu as 
just a bad cold, it can 
cause serious complic¬ 
ations and every year 
there are children who 
become extremely ill. 

One way to protect 
youngsters from flu is 
by vaccination. Free flu 
jabs are still available 
from GP surgeries and 
those eligible include 
children aged two, three or four as well as those in 
school years one and two. 

Older children with specific medical conditions 
such as asthma or diabetes should also be vac¬ 
cinated. For younger children the vaccine is admin¬ 
istered in the form of a nasal spray rather than an 
injection. 

Harlow GP Dr Rob Gerlis, who is also chair of West 
Essex Clinical Commissioning Group, said: “If your 
child is showing symptoms of a cold or flu, the best 
thing you can do is make sure they have lots of rest 
and fluids. 

“Talk to a pharmacist about over-the-counter rem¬ 
edies as antibiotics will not help. Keep them home 
and away from friends or family members who are 
over 65, are pregnant or have a long-term condition 
so they do not pass it on. 

“And if you need advice when the pharmacists are 
closed call 111 to talk to the NHS.”

ancient forest that 
beneath the waves 


THE hidden remains of an ancient forest 
which is believed to be up to 6,000 years 
old have been uncovered on a beach in 
Cornwall. 

The pre-historic woodland near the 
village and fishing port of Portreath was 
submerged by the sea when water levels 
rose around that part of the English coast. 


Every few years the stumps of the trees 
appear to rise from their watery grave when 
a combination of winter storms and 
unusually low tides push back the sand on 
the seabed which covers them. 

It happened again last week and hundreds 
flocked to the site to see the remains. 

“It’s amazing to think that thousands of 


years ago it was a forest,” said a 
spokesman for the Portreath Association. 

“The whole landscape of this area would 
have been completely unrecognisable from 
what it is like today.” 

He added: “It’s an impressive sight. You 
can see the roots and the branches and 
it's very interesting to look at.”

ambulance trust 

Service reveals details of Inappropriate’ calls

A WOMAN who found a critically 
injured cat on her property and a 
man who felt sick after drinking a 
fizzy drink too quickly are two of 
the time-wasting 999 calls made to 
the ambulance trust serving 
Essex. 

Despite a campaign last April to 
stop non-emergencies being repo¬ 
rted, the East of England Ambu¬ 
lance Service Trust said it was 
disappointed at the number of 
“inappropriate” calls it receives. 

It has released a new list of calls 
which include: 

■ A woman in Essex who needed 
help cleaning her toilet 

■ A man in north Cambridge¬ 
shire who needed assistance with 
his passport 

■ A man in Cambridgeshire who 
had been scratched by a cat 

■ A woman in Norwich who pan¬ 
icked after drinking two energy 
drinks. 

“It’s extremely disappointing 
that people continue to call 999 for 
inappropriate reasons,” said 
Gary Morgan, EEAST’s head of 
emergency operations centres. 



“We urge them to think twice 
about calling the emergency 
ambulance service if it is not a 
life-threatening or serious med¬ 
ical emergency. 

“We want to help people and 
that’s what we’re here to do, but 
every call we get that isn’t a genu¬ 
ine problem for us is a call which 
takes away from someone who 
needs help fast.” 

Foul and abusive language is 
another daily reality for EEAST 
call handlers. One woman was 


sworn at 15 times during a four- 
minute call as she tried to estab¬ 
lish the exact location of the emer¬ 
gency taking place. 

Mr Morgan said: “People often 
call us in times of distress and 
deep despair, but that’s no excuse 
for the kind of language we 
receive from some callers. 

“It’s very important that callers 
listen to the questions they’re 
being asked and answer them 
clearly so that we can help them as 
quickly as possible.”

HE debut tour from Sweat the Small 
Stuff comedian Dane Baptiste reveals 
the fears of a clown. 


His stand-up show, Reasonable Doubts, takes in 
Harlow Playhouse in March on an early stop of 
his nationwide series. 

“The name is influenced by Jay-Z’s first album 
- I’m a bit of a fan - but also the state of mind we 
can often find ourselves in,” he said. 

“It’s about the worries I have, about my career 
and wondering if things are going to work out. 
But also bigger things like whether there will be 
an apocalypse. 

“I’m always up at night thinking about stuff. 
Should I have a house by now? Should I have a 
mortgage? Should I be a vegan? 

“I’d like to be a vegan, but it might not be 
practical in the same way that I’d like to give up 
McDonald’s but wonder where else is open that 
late at night for food. 

“We complain about the effects of corporations 
on our lives, but there’s no way we could avoid 
them, short of moving into the mountains or 
becoming a hermit. 

“These are all genuine concerns people in 
London have.” 

Dane is self-deprecating but engaged, political 
and is particularly outspoken about issues of 
injustice. 

This is the man, after all, who started his Live 
at the Apollo routine by saying: “I’m happy to be 
here and help the BBC fulfil their diversity 
quota.” 

The child of Grenadian parents, Dane has had 
to overcome barriers of inequality to rise up the 
ranks as a comedian. 

However, it is not just the issue of race that 
fuels Dane’s inferno as the 34-year-old sees 
injustice in all walks of life. 

“The housing situation is so bad at the moment 
that people are actually tied down to a mortgage. 
They are imprisoned in their house. 

“University is so expensive that people will 
come out and, unless they are super-rich, have no 
money at all and wonder why they bothered. I 
studied business at university and I had to move 
back in with my parents.” 

This issue is explored more in Dane’s sitcom 
Sunny D, which is due to air on BBC Three later 


this year following a successful pilot. 

Dane plays Dane, an ambitious, frustrated and 
very funny 29-year-old who is living at home. 

“Yeah, the character is pretty much based on 
myself and my experiences, I’m not going to deny 
that,” he laughed. “It’s like a more staged 
[version] of some of the experiences I’ve had. 

“It’s my first experience doing acting. In some 
ways it’s easier than stand-up as you can do 
scenes again and again. But in other ways it’s 
harder as you have to make sure everything’s 
perfect.” 

While he explores a lot of his life on stage and 
in the TV sitcom, Dane is conscious of not 
wanting to reveal too much about his personal 
life. 

Another one of his doubts is if he can ever have 
a successful relationship as people live a lot 
longer in the 21st century than in previous times. 

“I often think it’s reasonable to talk about 
marriage in the same way we did years ago. 
People live for a long time these days, is it any 
wonder affairs happen? 

“But I don’t talk too much about ex-girlfriends, 
as I know some of that could come back to haunt 
me.” 

He added: “I worked in sales for years after 
university. Comedy was just something that I 
enjoyed doing and was a tool to talk to women. It 
was something I thought I’d never take any 
further - but I got so frustrated with business. 

“We were being told about using nepotism as a 
way of getting people to buy things they didn’t 
really want. In the end I decided I just wanted to 
follow my dream. 

“I’ve been a full-time comedian for 
two-and-a-half years now. It’s been tough. There 
was a stage when I had no money and I would 
have to wait until 11pm for when the Tube 
barriers would be open to get back from a show.” 

After Dane’s tough ride to the top he could be 
excused for having a few perfectly reasonable 
doubts about the world - but one could never 
doubt his ability.

t its best, investigative 
journalism is a scalpel that 
slices through fatty rhetoric 
and cuts readers through to 
the bones of institutions that 
should be defending our interests. 

In early 2002, the Spotlight 
Investigations team of the Boston Globe 
ran a series of meticulously researched 
articles, exposing the sexual abuse of 
minors in the Boston archdiocese. 

Coverage of the scandal rippled far 
beyond the city and compelled other 
victims to come forward, which sent 
shockwaves through the Roman Catholic 
church. 

The newspaper was subsequently 
awarded the 2003 Pulitzer Prize for 
Public Service in Journalism for its 
courageous and comprehensive 
coverage, which lifted a heavy veil of 
secrecy stretching back several decades. 

Thomas McCarthy’s 
impeccably-crafted drama pays tribute 
to the close-knit team of tenacious 
editors and reporters who tirelessly 
pursued the ugly truth and wrung their 
sweat and tears into the exposes. 


Deputy managing editor Ben Bradlee 
Jr (John Slattery) presides over the 
Boston Globe newsroom and has direct 
responsibility for the Spotlight team led 
by Walter “Robby” Robinson (Michael 
Keaton). 

Down in the basement, Robby and 
colleagues Michael Rezendes (Mark 
Ruffalo), Sacha Pfeiffer (Rachel 
McAdams) and Matt Carroll (Brian 
dArcy) invest thousands of man hours 
following leads. 

Their work is valuable, but costly, and 
incoming Boston Globe editor Marty 
Baron (Liev Schreiber) makes clear he is 
willing to make difficult cuts. 

“I’m focused on finding a way to make 
this paper essential to its readers,” he 
tells Robby. 

Meanwhile, the team is mired in a 
potentially explosive story. Attorney 
Mitchell Garabedian (Stanley Tucci) 
claims to have documents which prove 
Cardinal Bernard Law (Len Cariou) 
knew about abuse within the diocese 
and did nothing. 

Marty authorises Robby to quietly 
pursue the story before he is personally 
summoned to a meeting with the 
Cardinal. 

“I find that this city flourishes when 
its great institutions work together,” 
purrs the holy man.

Healthy resolutions for pets 


MANY of us have made 
resolutions to be healthier in 
the new year by eating well and 
exercising more regularly. 
However, our beloved pets also 
need to follow certain 
recommendations in order to 
maintain good health. 

Veterinary bills are rising year 
after year, with the average UK 
vet bill set at over £300. Head 
of training at Pets Corner Lucy 
Ross provides her top tips for 
keeping your pets happy and 
healthy throughout 2016 and 
beyond: 

■ Protect pets from the cold 
weather: It is important that 
pets are kept warm and 
sheltered from the cold during 
the winter months. Furry friends 
that are housed outside will 
acclimatise during the colder 
months and build up a warm 
thick coat. Animals should 
therefore not be brought inside 
for the night and put out again 
during the day as this may 
cause them to moult - causing 
them stress and making them 
vulnerable to the cold. 

■ Keep an eye on your pet’s 
diet: Over a third of pet owners 
use ‘human’ food to treat their 
pets, without knowing that such 
foods can be too high in fat and 
potentially toxic. Certain human 



foods may appear perfectly fine 
to feed your animals, but in 
actual fact are dangerous and 
potentially lethal. Grapes, nuts, 
onion and avocado are among 
these foods since they contain 
toxins and compounds that can 
cause severe damage such as 
heart congestion and toxicity. 

Cooked bones are often 
mistaken as a healthy treat to 
give cats and dogs. When 
given in their cooked state 
bones have a reduced moisture 
content and become brittle and 
can splinter harshly. Raw bones 
are safer to give your pets since 
they have a different molecular 
structure to cooked bones that 
allow flexibility as well as 
providing essential fats and 
vitamins that keep your pets 
happy and healthy. 

■ Balance treats with 
exercise: Over feeding our 


furry friends has become a big 
problem in the UK, with 68 per 
cent of owners not following 
professional guidelines for 
portion sizes. An increase in 
weight can be dangerous to 
your pet’s health and can even 
shorten the lives of animals. 
Being aware of the size of your 
animal in relation to the amount 
of food they eat can help pets 
to maintain a healthy lifestyle. 
Small dogs have a much higher 
energy requirement due to their 
higher ratio of surface area to 
body weight and therefore 
require high calorie content 
food. Feeding should be 
balanced with regular exercise, 
therefore adult pooches should 
have at least 30 minutes of 
exercise every day in order to 
maintain a healthy lifestyle.

Watch the birdies 

The RSPB's Big Garden Birdwatch this weekend is your chance to take 
part in one of the world's biggest nature surveys without leaving home 


ake yourself a cuppa, 
pull up a chair and 
take part in one of 
the world’s largest 
wildlife surveys from 
the comfort of your own home 
this weekend. More than half a 
million people are expected to 
watch and count their garden 
birds for this year’s RSPB Big 
Garden Birdwatch on Saturday 
and Sunday, January 30-31. 

The world’s largest garden 
wildlife survey, now in its 37th 
year, has provided valuable 
information about the changes 
in numbers of birds using our 
gardens in winter. 

Continuing declines include 
starlings and song thrushes, 
which have dropped by an 
alarming 80 and 70 per cent 
respectively since the Birdwatch 
began in 1979. 

There is slightly better news 
for the house sparrow, as its 
long-term decline appears to 
have continued to slow, and it 
remains the most commonly 
spotted bird in our gardens. 
However, its numbers have 
dropped by 57 per cent since 
1979. 

Daniel Hayhow, RSPB 


conservation scientist said: 
“Last year’s survey saw more 
than eight-and-a-half million 
birds spotted, making it another 
great year for participation. 
With more than half a million 
people now regularly taking 
part, coupled with more than 30 
years worth of data, Big Garden 
Birdwatch allows us to monitor 
trends and helps us understand 
how birds are doing. 

“As the format of the survey 
has stayed the same, the 
scientific data can be compared 
year-on-year, making your 
results very valuable. With 
results from so many gardens, 
we are able to create a 'snapshot' 
of bird numbers across the UK. 
Once we know which birds are 
in trouble, together we can 
ensure that our garden wildlife 
will be around forever.” 

As well as counting their 
feathered friends, the RSPB is 
also asking participants to log 
some of the other wildlife they 
see in their gardens and green 
spaces such as hedgehogs, foxes, 
stoats and squirrels, to help 
build an overall picture of how 
important they are for giving 
nature a home. 


Daniel added: “The threats to 
our wildlife mean that it’s facing 
tough times. For example it is 
estimated that we’ve lost more 
than half of our hedgehogs in the 
last 50 years. We're going to 
include this part of the survey 
every year now, enabling us to 
monitor the distribution of our 
other wildlife as well as trends 
in bird numbers.” 

The survey is part of the 
RSPB’s Giving Nature a Home 
campaign, aimed at tackling the 
housing crisis facing the UK’s 
threatened wildlife. The RSPB is 
asking people to provide a place 
for wildlife in their own gardens 
and outside spaces - whether it’s 
putting up a nest box for birds, 
creating a pond to support a 
number of different species or 
building a home for a hedgehog. 
The Big Garden Birdwatch is 
just one of the steps you can take 
to help nature near you.

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10 SECOND REVIEW: 

Until the arrival of this Tucson model, 
Hyundai’s idea of a Qashqai-style 
family crossover model was 
encapsulated by its ix35. That car 
sold quite well but somehow, 
never quite captured the 
imagination of the buying 
public. The Tucson though, 
is a leaner, meaner-looking 
contender that might 
well catapult the 
Korean brand into 
credible 
contention 
in this 
important 
growing 
segment. 



B ack in 2004, Hyundai 
launched what should 
have been a ground¬ 
breaking model. Three 
years before Nissan’s 
Qashqai launched the buoyant 
market for family-sized 
crossovers, the Tucson could 
have been that car. 

As it was, the Tucson was 
marketed as a small SUV, sold 
poorly and was eventually 
replaced in 2010 by a model the 
Korean brand did pitch as a 
family crossover, the ix35. Now 
though, the Tucson name is 
back, this badge attached to a 
design that replaces that rather 
apologetic-looking ix35 and 
which brings a fresh sense of 
dynamism to Hyundai’s 
presence in the crossover sector. 

It’ll need to do that for once 
you get beyond the lower range 
models, Tucson pricing is 
pitched a fair bit above that 
which applied to that ix35. Still, 
this is a much more appealing 
product, offered with and 
without 4WD and with a wide 
range of efficient petrol and 
diesel engines. Let’s check it 
out. 

People have come to expect a 
lot when it comes to driving 
crossover cars. Although they 


want a lofty perch, they also 
want to feel like they could be 
driving a hatchback. The 
Tucson delivers exactly this 
blend of virtues, hence its very 
road-biased suspension setup - 
and the overwhelming emphasis 
on two-wheel drive models 
across the range. 

We’ll be driving this car soon 
but early indications are that all 
bases are covered when it comes 
to engines with a good selection 
of both petrols and diesels. At 
the lower end of the range, 
there’s a choice of a 132PS 1.6 
GDi petrol or a 116PS CRDi 1.7 
diesel. Move a little higher and 
you can upgrade to a 
turbocharged 1.6 GDi with 
177PS. Diesel fans will find a 2.0 
CRDi with either 136PS or 
185PS. If you want 4WD, then 
you’ll need the turbo petrol or 
one of the 2.0-litre diesels. 

That 4WD system is fine for 
slippery surfaces but don’t 
expect a great deal of mud 
plugging ability. As usual with 
Hyundai models, there’s the 
option of varying the feel of the 
steering feedback, via different 
modes. 

It’s in this area that Hyundai 
has arguably made the biggest 
step forward. With an imposing 


hexagonal grille and sleek Santa 
Fe-style headlights, the Tucson 
is a good looking crossover. The 
wheelarches are pulled 
backwards which, along with 
the rising windowline and 
prominent creases in the flanks, 
adds some athleticism to the 
side profile. The overall look 
may not be as overt as you’d 
find with some rivals but you 
could never call it dull and the 
effect is especially nice with the 
19” wheels fitted to Premium 
models. 

Climb aboard and the overall 
fit and finish is a big 
improvement on the ix35, with a 
well laid out (if unadventurous) 
dashboard with a hint of BMW 
X3 about it. If you find the 
interior a little dark, then 
there’s the option of a cream 
lower half to the fascia which 
does brighten things up 
significantly. Mechanically, it’s 
all very conventional which is 
no bad thing but does mean the 
Tucson can weigh in excess of 
1500kg before you’ve even sat in 
the driver’s seat. With 513-litres 
of seat up boot space available 
(or slightly less if you go for 
4WD), the Tucson comfortably 
beats Nissan Qashqai and 
Renault Kadjar direct rivals. 


Fold the seats down and this 
capacity increases to 1503-litres 
(or 25-litres less for 4WD). Rear 
seat space is good, although the 
rear doors are a little on the 
small side. 

The range may start at less 
than £19,000 but it’s very easy to 
spend an awful lot more. That 
price gets you entry level S trim 
with the non-turbo 1.6 petrol 
engine. Spend another £1,500 or 
so and you can opt for the 1.7 
CRDi diesel. If you want the 
bigger diesel, then you’ll need to 
look at ‘sE Nav’ trim at just over 
£24,000, with a further 4WD 
option adding nearly £2,000 
more. If you want auto 
transmission or the higher 
output 185PS diesel and 177PS 
petrol engines, you’ll have to 
pay for 4WD. All this means it’s 
quite possible to spend well over 
£30,000 on your Tucson. Still, a 
rival Nissan Qashqai 4WD 
model could also top that figure 
with a few options added, so 
perhaps we shouldn’t be too 
shocked. 

Even base ‘s’ trim comes with 
kit like a DAB digital radio and 
Bluetooth connectivity, plus 
USB and AUX connections, 16” 
alloy wheels, air conditioning 
and auto headlights. Next up is 


the ‘sE’ grade which adds 17” 
alloy wheels, rear parking 
sensors, heated front seats and 
dual zone climate control, plus 
the option of an 8” touchscreen 
sat nav system. Plush 
‘Premium’ trim includes sat nav 
as standard, plus 19” alloy 
wheels, leather seats, front 
parking sensors, auto wipers 
and heated rear seats. Finally 
the top ‘Premium SE’ grade 
adds a heated wheel, keyless 
entry, a Smart Parking Assist 
System on autos, an electric 
tailgate, LED headlights, an 
opening panoramic glass roof 
and ventilated front seats. 

All models get six airbags, 
ABS with brake assist, traction 
and stability control. Plusher 
models gain a Lane Keep Assist 
System (LKAS), Rear Cross 
Traffic Alert Autonomous 
Emergency Braking (AEB) and 
Blind Spot Detection (BSD). The 
higher the model, the safer 
you’ll be. 

The Tucson can’t quite match 
some of its rivals when it comes 
to running costs. Still, carbon 
emissions are rated at a 
reasonable-sounding 119g/km if 
you opt for the 1.7 diesel. Go for 
the 2.0 136PS model and this 
creeps up slightly to 127g/km: 


add 4WD and you add 12g/km. 
The 185PS diesel offers a best of 
154g/km thanks to standard 
4WD, whilst the biggest sinner 
is the petrol turbo at 177g/km. 
Opt for the dual clutch gearbox 
however and this figure actually 
drops to 175g/km. As with the 
rest of the range, a 5 year 
unlimited mileage warranty is 
included with a 3 or 5 year fixed 
price servicing deal an option. 

VERDICT: So, what do we have? 
The tough looks of an SUV, the 
sensible practicality of a five- 
seater mini-MPV and the 
affordability of a family 
hatchback. 

These are the facts behind a 
Tucson model good enough to 
attract many new buyers to the 
Hyundai brand. 

It’s nicely built, efficient to 
run and quite capable in 4WD 
form of getting everywhere any 
ordinary family driver might 
want to go. No, it’s not perfect - 
a class-leading family hatch 
might offer slightly sharper 
handling and better all-round 
visibility. 

More important will be this 
model’s competitive pricing and 
lengthy warranty. It’s a Hyundai 
of the modern era. And that 
makes it a very impressive car.

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Title crunch match beckons as Rams visit Clapton

A RIVALRY that dates back more 
than 50 years has an added edge 
this Saturday when the Rams 
visit old foes Epping Upper 
Clapton.

We 
have been fortunate,” said 
Roberts. 

“It’s something the club 
should be very proud of. To pro¬ 
duce that quality but also to 
retain them.” 

This is epitomised by number 
eight Kain Claridge, Harlow’s 


top try scorer this term. He 
bagged two tries in the 22-17 win 
over May & Baker last Saturday. 

“He has had offers from other 
clubs at a higher level. I per¬ 
sonally think he could play 
National Two rugby,” beamed 
Roberts. 

Meanwhile, Rams centre Ross 
Stalley makes his first return to 
the club he left earlier this sea¬ 
son, the motivation could not be 
greater. 

Roberts said: “I would not have 
thought he would need much 
motivation. He has a lot of 
friends there. 

“Because of the recruiting of 
players he just wanted to play 
first team rugby. There’s no 
animosity there. He was exactly 
what we needed.” 


The Rams skipper knows the 
match will be a repeat of the 
clash back in the autumn. 

“That was a ferocious game.

Hangover gone 
and ruthless 
Hawks rising 

HAWKS boss Danny Chapman 
admits his side were suffering a 
play-off hangover for the first 
third of the season - but are now 
firmly on track and hungry to 
achieve promotion this term. 

Ahead of a crunch period of 
two matches in four days against 
teams in the top four, the Harlow 
Town manager can see the 
hunger within his side off the 
back of seven successive 
victories.

“The expectation went 
through the roof at the start of 
this season. Mentally it never 
happened. But now we are doing 
everything we can to make it 
happen.” 

Chapman knows victories at 
home to second-placed AFC 
Hornchurch on Saturday and 
then three points at fourth- 
placed Thurrock on Tuesday can 
give Harlow a psychological edge 
in the play-off race. 

“It’s a big week, we’ve got two 
big games and if we can get 
maximum points, that will put 
us in a great position. 

“There’s a ruthlessness about 
us at the moment. We want to 
win every game.” 

Chapman is expecting a tough 
test against the Urchins. “They 
are pretty similar to us in the 
way they do things. It just 
depends who approaches the 
game better and with the right 
mentality,” he said. 

Harlow certainly owe 
Thurrock something after 
beating them in the play-offs last 
season. “It’s another hard game 
and we are going to have to be on 
top form,” he added.
